DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Drawings 

It is unclear which Figure relates the Final structure that is being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 21-38 are being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claims 21-38, it is unclear how the movable portion relates to the Final structure. 
The movable portion appears to be a part of the process and does not seem likely to be included 
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in the final structure. How does the movable portion relate to the final structure? What exactly 
is the movable portion? It is unclear how a movable portion can be present in a final structure. 
The claims should be directed toward the final structure of the device, not the device while it is 
still in the method stage. 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 2 1, in so far as can be understood, are being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hashimoto (U.S. Patent # 6,333,565). 

In claim 21, Hashimoto shows, in figure 8c, a semiconductor chip 52 having a bump 62 
disposed on a surface of the semiconductor chip. There is a protective member 64 disposed on 
the surface of the semiconductor chip. The protective member has an opening portion from 
which the bump 62 is exposed. There is a movable portion 60 disposed on a region that is 
covered by the protective member. 

The language referring to the semiconductor chip provided by cutting a semiconductor 
wafer by dicing and the language regarding the protective member being for protecting the 
semiconductor chip when the semiconductor wafer is cut by dicing is not being given any 
weight. That language is product by process language and does not affect the final structure that 
is being claimed. 
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6. Claims 22-30 and 32-38 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim.
